- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not nonmally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representatives met with the examiner to discuss the 
merits of the outstanding final rejection of the instant application. In particular, applicant's representatives wished to 
discuss the rejection of Claim 45, using the Dworakowski reference and Bealer reference. Mr. Shipley and Mr. 
Birmingham pointed out that the Bealer reference would not teach the claimed feature of groups of perforations along 
the bottom of the level of the car to provide the adequate lighting and ventilation to a worker, as the side panel is solid 
and would not allow light to pass therethrough. In light of this, the examiner deemed that the 103 rejection utilizing the 
Dworakowski and Bealer references would no longer be valid and the claims would be allowable over this prior art of 
record. In addition, the 112 rejection of Claim 45 will also be withdrawn.
